Other motheii are incmMtscflii became they lack ctmli^ce 
in themselves and their ability to enforce reguiationi which 
ihey havt set up. They overlook the lact ifuil ihey appear 
very cutnpetent to their chitdren, despite such taunts m. 
"liat'i what yon thinlE" or "Fat lot ytiu biBW" from their 
six- to lO-year-oUi. 

SliU other mothers, looking liadi on unhappy childhondi, 
are tietcrmiaed that their children shall not suffer Irom (he 
severity that shadowed their fiwb yunth. They ftirgei liic 
great diffefente that exists between repressive, galling strict- 
n«s and the ^rmness rhal cn/arces reasonable limits. 

Some cnutbcfs find it liard to maintain coi^tent disrlpline 
because they have a-vtiimed that the permissiveness which 
a good for a tiny baby is also good for an older child. 

But thoufh babies da thrive on ^eing given food and 
cnddliDg when they want it, the gradual iniposilifHi of regu- 
lations fosters their dcvclofitncnt as Ibcy grow oUcr. 

There are also parents who are afraid that their sons 
and daughters will l>c reseiuful if rules are enforced and 
consideration for oihen: retjiiircd. 

And there are parents who are continually at odds with 
each other, and who may, without realining it, adopt con- 
ttaty methods ol ciiscipline just to annoy each nther. In the 
end, the children may obey neither parent. 

Inconsistency iiiaics a child feel insecure. He is aware 
of his own helplessness and warits to behevc his parents arc 
^roiig. 

Such a child, when young, may react to hii molher's 
weakness by trying her oui repeatedly to see how much the 
will lake hefore «hc puts a stop to what be is doing. But 
at the very moment he ii trying to provoke his moiher into 
a sh ow of streTi^ih, he may exploit maternal indecision by 
sercaming, "You're a mean old thing. If you loved rac, 
you'd let me have that chncolaie" (or whatevdf it is he 
wa.ti(s) . 

On the surface, such youngsters arc using the strategy 
most likely to gel what they want, Yel, deep inside, diey 
Want to be stopped when titey carmot stop themsplves. 



Older children are aim uneasy when ihey can't gel a 
tlear^-ut "yes" or "no" from their mothers. 
^ Tlic mother who Says "yes" cheerfully when (he can and 
"no" deliniteli,' when she feelj she must, or comes up with 
■ an acceptable alternative, is more apt to have bcr children! 
co-operation and repjardl than the one who hedges. 

A first step lor parents who arc trying (a cullivale firm- 
ness is to avoid getluig out on a hitib. It's better to stay away 
from ihnats or promisci that eaii'l be made gpod. Success 
in following through comes more readily if standards aren't 
(oo high or if sudden reforms aroi't expected on all fronts 
at ani:e, 

J»f»n^^ be dUtamt 

If, for instance, rotning home from school promptly for 
Itmch halt becofnr an issue with a jeven-year-old, let that 
be the hurdle co get over and be leniwt about table' manners. 

And firmness, incidentally, does not involve b«ng tmal or 
distant with a child. It's possible to make the luudi boor 
atflScicntfy pleasant so that a youngster will be less lilidy 
lo suecainb to diversous along tie bomewani routci 

Don't expect cheerful rompliancp at all times, if a 
youngster lias been asked to pui on his coat, pick up a toy, 
or come in from play, never mind if he puli up a proieit. 
Tltc essential ihing it that he does as he was asked to do. 

Disregard arguments or name-calling, thumh-siicking or 
hair-twisting, for these are safety valvet The niosl stable 
adults lijfht cigarettes or mutter a bit of profanity under 
their breath under comparable coercion. 

Aliovc all, dofi't nag, 

A mnihcr'i own attitude toward hetself is still basic fo 
her ability to be cuntistent. 

If she reah'sea that "mothering h my job and followitig 
ihrliugh is good mothering," her ability lo be consist itm will 
grow — gradually but steadily — until that happy day when 
her children know "My mother means what she says."
